of wealth in the least possible tpace, 
for, * f»£y equal to a "lane's ran- 
BOffl" oAy be tucked in a waistcoat 
pocket. A perfect Oriental ituby 
weighing five carats is worth ten 
times 3$ much as a diamond oi 
equal weight. 
So valuable have 
they been throughout „ history thai 
jealous monarch* have guarded 
them cunningly. 


Rubies were first mined in Burma, 


where the secret of their value was 
kept dark as loag as possible, so 
the Europeans would not exploit 
them. Those of ordinary sizes vicrc 
sold to merchants, but all passing 
a certain mark of size were declared 
to be the possession of the king. 
The kings kcpr.*-,tight hold on the 
mines Where the gems were found 
sending tales around that they were 
guarded by grisly giants and fire- 
spitting dragons 


Popularity Varies 


The "pigeon blood" red is the 
'color of the best, ones of Burma 
while the purplish stone of Siam is 
popular, and those mined in Cey- 
lon, which lack lustre, are Horn in 
France, where the style demands 
that a rub}' be not polished. 


Rubies are easily told^apart from 


garnets of 'the..same hue, for the 
ruby, viewed "under light, iull re- 
fract one .side crimson and the other 
scarlet, while the garnet will show 
a solid color.

*, Rubies are" least difficult of al 
precious stones to mine, for wher 
a vein is suspected the earth in thai 
'territory is dug up and the matcria 
sorted, then washe'd. The stones 
arc picked out by hand. Old samples 
arc found of rubies carved in quaint 
designs, but how the old gem-cut- 
ters did it is a wonder, because ol 
the hardness of the stones. When 
the rubies are cut, they are usually 
polished brilliantly. 


Ruby Ii Lucky 


An old superstition of the ruby 
says that it attracts (ither jewels 
If a ruby is tied to a string ami 
lowered into a river containing pre- 
cious stones, the ruby will be en- 
crusted with other gems upon its 
return. The ruby is said to keep 
its wearer safe from flames. It is 
considered lucky ''for all persons 
born in July.

WHY IT IS THAT MAGNETS ARE ABLE TO ATTRACT OTHER METALS 


You may have wondered when 


you play with a compass or a little 
horseshoe magnet such as many 
t>oys carry in their pockets, what it 
is that gives these interesting arti- 
cles their magnetic properties. 


When a piece of iron or steel is 


coiled with a wire and an electric 
current ts passed through it, the 
metal is able to attract other pieces 
of iron or steel to it. The strength 


of the attraction depends upon the 
strength of the_current and the num- 
ber of turns in -the coil of wire 
around tile bar. It may be increased 
by adding more current or putting 
more coils around the outside. A 
magnet that depend1; upon a current 
of electricity for its magnetic power 
is called an electro-magnet and is 
made of soft iron. 


A permanent magnet is composed 


of steel. It may be made by passing 
an electric current through a \vire 
around it, or by allowing steel to re- 
main in contact for a long •while 
with a strong magnet. Steel takes 
magnetism less quickly than iron, 
but when it is magnetized, it stays 
so much longer than iron. 


When a thin bar of steel is mag- 


netized, then suspended by its cen-
